RESULTS DISAPPOINTING 


Effect Of The Kaolin On The 
Aircraft 


From the Colonial Secretary the 


“Sunday Herald” has received the;

LONG - DRAWN CONFERENCE

The attitude towards Russia (in 
view of the previous unconfirmed 
report that Soviet Russia, in re- 
taliation for the Harbin raid, had 
massed troops along the frontier); 

The adoption of methods for the 
taking over of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway (a joint Sino-Russian line 
which connects the heart of Man- 
churin with the Trans-Siberian 
Railway which traverses the North 
of Manchuria).

Markets have been quiet but at the 
same time have ruled easier and prices 
are all lower a8 compared with last 
Friday's official close. 

Tin has been quict and stendy; the 
price showing very little variation dur- 
ing the week, closes at a small decline 
of 15s. for the forward position whilat 
Cash remains unchanged as compared 
with our Jast report. Demand on the 
part of consumers has been quiet in 
this country as also on the Continent, 
though a moderate business was re- 
ported to have been transacted with 
America, The market continues to re- 
ceive a fair measure of support at the 
hands of the bull party, but insufficient 
to.make any real impression on prices. 
Sales in the East have amounted to 
1,875 tons during the week; shipments 
thence up to the 21st instant were 
6,560 tons, and for -the month are still 
estimated at 9,000 tons. The premiums 
on Straits and Banks are quoted at 
£1 10s. Od. and £4 10s. Od. (nom) res- 
pectively, The market meanwhile pre- 
sents no fresh features of importance; 
consumption is well maintained, parti- 
cularly in America where, though thero 
haa been recurrent weakness on the 
stock markets, there is no indication 
of any setback in industrial activity 
and constinption scems likely to be 
good at least for the next few weeks, 
whatever seasonal slackening may 
arise in sulscquent months, But in 
any ense, with the heavy shipments 
coming forward, the tendency is still 
for supplies to keep ahend of demand, 
and the market therefore is likely to 
require some support if further decline 
is to bo prevented, or even the pre- 
sent price maintained. 

Mail advices from Hong Kong under 
date April 26 report shipments coast- 
wise 20 tons, to New York 380 tons; 
whilst stocks of Rough and Straits Tin 
arc estimated at 698 tons and 126 tons 
respectively. Prices there are still 
quoted well above London parity. 

Copper has been quiet and easier, the 
price showing a decline of £3 10s. Od. 
for cash and £1 10s. Ad. for three 
months as compared with our last re- 
port. Near dates have been compara- 
tively neglected and being in less de- 
mand, it has resulted in a contraction 
of the backwardation, now 7/6d, a8 
compared with £2 7, 6d. last week. 
The market still remaina ih a rather 
unsettled state, sentiment from time to 
time being affected by the changing con- 
ditions ruling on the New York ‘Stock 
Exchange, whilst considerable doubt 
exists as to whether or no there will 
be any alteration in the Association 
price of Electrolytic. Business with 
consumers in this country has been 
slow, whilst reports from the Contin- 
ent have not -been too reassuring. 

Lead has been quiet and easier again, 
the price showing a decline of 3/9d. 
for May, 7/6d. for August ag éompared 
with our last report. The- dull condi- 
tions prevailing have occasioned some 
realising and stimulated a little bear 
selling, in consequent of which prices 
have declined, the market at the same 
time not receiving much support. 
Business with consumers, though still 
disappointingly slow to recover, gives 
some indication of improvement which 
no doubt will more definitely take 
place when the General Election in this 
country is out of the way and the Re- 
parations question is settled on the 
Continent, both of which events have 
recently had a restricting influence on 
demand.

Spélter has been quiet and compara- 
tively steady, the price, fluctuating 
within nerrow limits, shows a small 
advance of 1/8d. for May and a small 
decline of 1/8d. for August. With 
May commitments to a large extent 
closed, and shipment for this month 
being only sparingly offered, a little be- 
lated bear covering has resulted in a 
comparatively high price being paid, 
and the backwardation has extended to 
7/64. as compared with 6s. last week. 
Demand on the .part of consumers in 
this country has been dull, and reports 
from the Continent would seem to in- 
dieate that a similar situation obtains 
there. At the same time, there has 
been no pressure to sell, producers 
seemingly being content to await some 
improvement in the price. The market 
in London continues to receive a fair 
measure of support at the hands of 
influential interests and in consequence 
all offerings, which at times have 
been on quite a substantial scale, have 
been readily absorbed. 

In the U.S.A., the market remains 
quietly steady without presenting any 
fresh feature. -

A Secret Meeting 


lt is understood that a mecting of 
the Committee of the Lawn Bowls 
Association was held on the 14th inst. 
in the Board room of the “South China 
Morning Post" under the chairmanship 
of the Vice-President.

“Sunday Herald,” although in former’ 
years representatives of the Press have 
always been made welcome, especially 
when important business, such a8 the 
Interport match, was under discussion. 
A precis of the business transacted, 
however, was published in the “Morn- 
ing Post," and it is believed that, as 
the result of representations, a copy 
was sent to the “Daily Press.” No- 
thing was officially communicated either 
to the “China Mail” or to the “Sunday 
Herald,” the latter of which specially 
caters for lawn bowlers through 
its exclusive reports of League and 
other matches during the season. 

From the inspired report appearing 
in the “S, ©. M. Post” it appears thal 
the Shanghai team will be invited to 
visit the Colony in September and that 
three gentlemen were elected, 
with full powers, a8 & Selec- 
tion Gommittee, the Vice-President and 
Hon. ‘Seeretary to be ex-officio 
members. In former years the names 
of the Selection Committee were 
invariably published in the Press. 
Why the veil of secrecy should be 
thrown over them this year is a 
mystery. 

It is further understood that con- 
siderable opposition is being voiced in 
Club circles to the proposal of the 
Committee, at their secret meeting, to 
charge an entrance of $1 to witness 
the Interport match, This was not 
done in 1926 or 1927.

Control of amounts such as these 
annually, is getting outside the scope 
of the ordinary unpaid Club Treasurer, 
and the preparation of satisfactory 
balance sheets is © formidable task. 

In this connection, the retiring Coun- 
cil have recommended to the annual 
general meeting, that the entire con- 
trol of the finances of the Association 
be handed over to o professional firm 
of chartered accountants, on trial for 
a year, at least. 

The working of this scheme, which 
has many points in its favour, will be 
watched with considerable interest. 

Representatives 

Mention has already been made, in 
former notes, «f the opportunity of 
Clubs at the annual general mecting to 
support representatives who are work- 
ers on the Gouncil, and in anticipation 
of a very live season, there is much to 
be said for nominees on the Council, 
who can and will attend regularly. 

The attendances of the outgoing 
Council have bern geod, and consider- 
able help has been rendered by all; 
and there has never been difficulty at 
any meeting to (orm a quorum. On 
many occasions, a full Board has been 
recorded. 

General Points 

The Council will, however, probably 
be asked to explain many general 
points of interest as recorded in the 
two hig statements of accounts, and 
discussion may be helpful for future 
guidance. 

No important changes are antici-

The former, 
who are not so active in recent 
years, handle opium in terms of 
pounds, whereas the latter are 
content with mere taels. For in- 
genuity, the “small fry” are far 
more brainy than the others, 
whose mode of smuggling is in- 
variably a waterproof bag and an 
air-tight tin which is used as a 
float. These smugglers on the 
big scale never run the risk of de-

covery, and as each one of their 
tricks become known to the Re- 
yenue men, they have to think up 
a new one. Thus we find that 
where false bottoms to trunks 
and baskets containing clothing 
sufficed a few years ago, smaller 
articles and more cunning devices 
are used nowadays. When it be 
came a regular thing for Revenue 
men to sound the bottoms of 
boxes and baskets, the smugglers 
promptly thought up other means 
of defeating the law. Opium was 
then concealed amongst fruits 
and yegetables in baskets. Later 
it became the vogue to conceal 
the drug on the person hidden in 
roncealed pockets in the legs of 
trousers, or tied round the legs, 
or tucked in the waist bands. In

which he had been returned as a 
Liberal, was possibly also much 
too un-British for the taste of 
most Britons, who are well- 
known as lovers of fair-play.

George, as the spokesman of the 

Liberals, referred toa feeling 

of. “nausea” when he and his 

fellow party-men thought of their 

erstwhile Liberal confrere sitting 

in the seats of the mighty in the 
new Labour Government. 

Sir William Jowett, K.C., At- 
torney-General, has, therefore, 
acted well and wisely in resigning 
from the. constituency that re- 
turned him as a Liberal, for pre- 
sumably it was a Liberal and not 
a Labourite whom his consti- 
tuents wished to represent them 
in Parliament. 

Of course a by-election will short- 
ly be “arranged” to suit the new 
Attorney-General, and an obliging 
and “safe” Labour constituency 
will duly be called upon to return 
“the man who changed his mind.” 
But it may be that even Labour 
Party loving constituencies are 
not so obliging. They too may like 
their politics to be “fair and 
square and above board,” prefer- 
ring “cricket” to the shifty 
element. : 

And . it will therefore be very 
amusing if Sir William finds him- 
self rejected. That, however, is 
just a little too much to expect at 
present from. thé Labourites in 
their hour of triumph. Still, it 
would-be rather funny if it hap- 
pened. . The Liberals, at least, 
would certainly. think so, though 
perhaps Sir William and his new 
Labourite friends might fail to 
see the joke. ;

Rumour And The New Territories 


N the midst of a drought thére is still apparently a spate of other 
topics which certain persons can always find time to dilate on, 
even to the extent of creating or spreading rumours. The latest 
snag they have struck is the subject of the New Territories—al- 
though to them it does not yet appear to be a snag but a veritable 
nugget which they encase in rumour and in mystery. 

These rumour-mongers profess to find in the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in regard to public works in the New Territories the basis 
of a self-satisfying argument that some of these shall never be 
carried to completion because, they imagine, they are too near the 
border and, therefore, in the view of His Excellency the Governor, 
one never knows what may happen in the future in regard to the 
cession of the New Territories! But for the persistency with which 
these rumours are “kept alive,” it might be better to treat them, 
with that silent contempt fhat they so well deserve, That factor 
of persistency demands, however, that either the rumour-mongers 
should come out into the open and tell us exactly what -they know 
or believe, or that the Government itself should issue a. communique 
revealing .the real position and metaphorically slaying the rumour- 
mongers, The subject is of far too great importance to be treated 
as mere idle talk of those for whom Satan finds some mischief out 
of season and never in season, tae : 

Those who solemnly shake’ their heads at the bare mention of 
further developmental work in the New Tamitories losk sight of the 
basic factors of Crown Colony Government. They conveniently 
forget that His Excellency the Governor is the personal representa- 
tive of His Majesty the King. They likewise choose to ignore the 
fact that His Excellency’s policy at all times is subject to the policy 
for the time being of the Colonial Office—that the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies may at times consult the “man on the spot” but 
that he need not necessarily coincide with any opinions so express- 
ed. So far as concerns the Colonial Office and His Majesty’s Minis- 
ters generally there is no scope for a Dictatorship in this or any 
other of the Crown Colonies no matter how highly gifted for the 
art of governing may be the local representative of His Majesty 
the King. ; a ' 

It has been publicly declared by His Excellency the Governor 
that the British Government has not the slightest intention of ever 
surrendering Kowloon to the Chinese Government. That statement 
can also include the New Territories, although the agreement. with 
the Chinese is not on the same footing as that relating to Kowloon. 
With the utmost confidence it can be said that the New Territories 
shall never be'-retroceded any more than Hong Kong or Kowloon. 
It is, therefore, grossly unfair to His Excellency. the ‘Governor to 
impute to him views that he has never publicly expressed, and it 
is not “cricket” to assert through the channel of rumour that if 
developmental work in the New Territories appears to be hanging 
fire any blame for that must be laid on the shoulders of the Governor. 
These complacent critics may point to this project and that scheme 
lagging behind theit ideas of Progress, but that does not prove that 


they are right any more than it justifies the spreading of senseless 
rumours. 


A Warning . 

In. the course of a lengthy 
article on China and law and 
order, the “Peking and Tientsin 
Times” publishes a warning with 
which every Briton in the Orient 
will agree- | A: :Government, 
national or municipal, that sur- 
renders its authority to'a handful 
of agitators loses all claim to 
confidence or respect. It becomes 
a party to what is 4 barefaced and 
unjustifiable attempt at confisca- 
tion. No more unfortunate 
example of Chinese pettiness 
could be: given at a time when 
various Commissions of Foreign 
Experts are engaged in the task 
of endeavouring to formulate 
schemes. for the development of 
national resources: which must 
ultimately. depend upon an inflow 
of foreign capital. No foreign 
enterprise in Chinese territory 
would be safe if the present agita- 
tion succeeded. And it is safe to 
predict, says our. contemporary, 
that if it were’ to. succeed: all 
future efforts to-secure the parti-. 
cipation of foreign: capital-in the 
development . .of- China’s:  indus- 
tries “and communications. would 
be.. treated“ with -contemptuous 
ridicule, : There are thousands of 


natives hurrying to and fro, all seem- 
ingly busy, and making a deal of noise. 
Nerve to Visit this Locality 
Some say it requires plenty of nerve 
to visit this locality. Don’t you believe 
it! Nothing of the suchwitht Paddy’s 
Market is onc of the umpteen places of 
interest in Hong Kong, and respectable 
residents often visit this veritable hive 
of industry at times, and many are 
the amusing incidents that have’ hap- 
pened down Cat Street. Nobody ever 
takes anybody seriously while secking 
a bargain, because it is only out of 
curiosity, and the possibility of find- 
ing “just-what-I-want” in the useful 
junk, blackwood, gr curio line, that 
tempts foreigners to make the trip, 
when they have an odd hour to kill 
before theatre or dinner time, 
“Griffins” Beware! 
“Griffins” (otherwise new arrivals): 
should be careful when on a foraging 
expedition because they are the 
“Paddies’ ” particular fancy; the green- 
er they appear at the once-over, the 
sweeter will be the sting—for them.

Gomment on Shanghai 
Sensation 


“HAUNTING AND RESORTING” 


Proceedmgs Against Five British 
Subjects 


The prosecution in the British 
Police Gourt, Shanghai, last Wed- 
nesday, of five British subjects 
charged aa follows ;— 


“Pop that yuu on May 26, 1929, 
unlawfully did haunt or resort to a 
common gambling house carried on 
in certain premises known os 151C, 
Bubbling Well-road, Shanghai, con- 
trary to 33 Henry VIII, Chapter 9, 
Section 9.” . 
js an event of great interest in 
many ways, for it ia undertaken by 
the Shanghai Municipal Council — 
an international entity — acting 
through its police force — another 
international entity — both of these 
parties having nothing whatever 
to do with the realm of Great Bri- 
tain and being entirely extraneous 
to it and its laws. 

An Ancient Statute 


The Council are proceeding 
against these British subjects under 
an ancient statute of their native 
land of which the terms are clear 
and unmistakeable :—- 

Section @ of Chapter 9 
follows:— 

“Ht shall be lawful to all and 
“ve Justice of Pence in every 
shire, mayors, sheriffs, bailiffs and 
other head officers within every 
city, tuwn and borough within this 
realm, from time to time, as well 
within liberes as without, an need 
and case shall require, to come, 
enter and resort inta all and every 
house, places and alleys where 
such games xball be suspected to 
be holden, exercised, used or oecu- 
pied contrary to the form of the 
etatute: 

And ax well the keepers of the 
same, asx also the persons there 
haunting, resorting and playing. 

(a), 10 take, arrest and imprison- 
und them so taken and arrested to 
keep in) prison unto such time as 
the keepers und maintainers of the 
said plays and games ‘Have found 
sureties Lo the King's use, to be 
bound by recognisance or other- 
wise, no lounger to use, keep or 
eccupy any such house, play, game, 
alley or place: 

And also that the person there 
ho found be in like case bound by 
themselves or else with sureties by 
the dixeretions of the mayors, 
sheriffs, bailiffs and other head 
officers, nu more to play, haunt or 
exercise from thenceforth in, at or 
fo any of the said places or any 
of the paid games.” 

Celebrated Case 

The Act of 38 Henry 8. c. 9, in 
the words of the late Baron Bramp- 
fon when, as..Sir Henry Hawkins, 
he delivered judgment in the cele- 
brated Jenks v Turpin case:— 

“Had for its mnin object, not so 
much the prevention of gaming, as a 
vice injurisus to the morals of the 
people, as the advancement and main- 
tenance of archery for the defence of 
the country, the science apd practice 
which had been neglected by the 
growing habit of playing ut ‘unlaw- 
ful games and play.’ 

“It is intituled “The Bill for the 
maintaining of archery and the de- 
barring of unlawful games.” 

“By the 1Ith section it' is ennet- 
ed that no person shal] for his gain 
keep any . common house, alley, or 
places of bowling, coyting, cloysh- 
coats, half bowl, tennis, dicing-table, 
or carding, or an+ other game pro- 
hibited by any statute heretofore 
made, or any unlawful new game 
then invented or thereafter te be in- 
vented upon pain of 40s. for every 
day, &c, 

“By the 12th section, every person 
using and haunting any of the said 
houses and plays and there playing, 
is to forfeit 6. 8d.” 

Famous Dictum 

From the foregoing it sill be seen 
that Lord Biampton clearly lays 
down the points as to “playing” in 
the concluding words of his dictum 
—‘and there playing,” — and we 
believe that to constitute an offence 
under the Act, there must be the 
definite act of playing at an unlaw- 
ful game, 

Obviously the 
the above statute only re- 
fers to keepers and main- 
tainers of gambling places with- 
in the King’s Realm and subject 
to his jurisdiction. Otherwise, it 
would have referred to the subjects 
and sovereigns of other realms. “ 

It is for this reason that British 
visitors to Monte Carlo are not 
arrested by the British Consul and 
charged with the offence of resort- 
ing to and playing at the Casine 
there. a 

The language of the clause is 
quite clear and sets forth that “It 
shall be lawful for a Justice of 
Peace within every city, town and 
boroukh within this realm" (of 
Henry VIII) “to come, enter and 
resort into all and every houses, 

» places and alleys'where stich games 
shall be suspected to he holden, 
exercised, used or occupied contrary 
to the form ‘of the statute:” 

“And as’ well the keepers of. the 
some, as aldo ‘the persons. there 
haunting, resorting ‘and playing.” 

Arrest the Keepers 

And _it-goes on: to -set forth that 
the Justiee’ of Peace shall take 
arrest and imprison the kedpers and 
maintainers of such. place ad also 
the persons there haunting, resort- 
ing and playing; and shall keop them 

* {n° prison until : such; thme . a8 
tho keepers and maintainers of the 
auld plays, and :yomes have found 
suretios to: tha King's use,- no

This is a very interesting 
position, in so much as the law dfs- 
tinctly states that the keepers and 
maintainers of gaming houses must 
be arrested by the Justice of the 
Pence as well as those persons 
“there haunting, resorting and 
playing.” 

These two last words “and play- 
ing” are obviously the crux of the 
clause and we note with interest 
that the five defendants are only 
charged with unlawfully haunting 
and resorting to a common gambling 
house, . 

No Playing 

In fact, Counsel for the S8.M.C. 
distinctly stated in court:— 

“There is no allegailon that they 
were playing,” and the Jearned magis- 
trate was fully alive to the possibility 
of this vital admission by the pro- 
secution when he pointedly referred 
to “the possibility that there may be 
some considerable Jegal argument 


‘and this may affect the others.” 

No one is charged with playing 
in spite of the fact that th 
statute makes the offence, if any, 
entirely dependent on playing arid 
not merely haunting and resorting. 

Had the mere “haunting” and 
“resorting” been intended t.. be re- 
garded as an offence, it is reason- 
able to expect that the statute would 
have laid down — “haunting, or 
resorting, or playing” but, on the 
contrary, it definitely laid down that 
haunting, resorting and playing was 
the offence aimed at. There must 
be the three qualities in conjunc- 
tion to constitute an offence under 
the statute, 

Otherwise, when a “Justice of 
Peace” made his visit to a suspected 
house he might find a chimney 
sweep at hia avocation there, or 
simple serving people in attendance 
on fie company, and it would be 
abaurd to connect such with an of- 
fence, so the statute wisely makes 
the offence “haunting, resurting and 
playing.” 

Absurd! 

Now it is well known that 151 € 
Bubbling Well, International Settle- 
ment of Shanghai, is an apartment 
building in which many men, women, 
and children live. To our know- 
ledge several members of the 
orchestra of the Majestic Hote! have 
their damiciles and homes in this 
building, and it is manifestly absurd 


to assert that the edifice of 151C 
Bubbling Well is a common gambl- 
ing honse, for tHere is a large motor 
car business there which everybody 
can sec, as well as the various pri- 
vate apartments on the other 
storeys. 

It is common knowledge that the 
gentlemen whose names and ad- 
dresses were taken were merely 
departing from the door of the 
edifice, but it, is not known what 
their business was there, and doubt- 
lesa the Shanghai Municipal Police 
will produce the most incontro- 
vertible evidence as to their actual 
business there, for there is some- 
thing most important about this 
statute which distinctly sets forth 
that the Justice of Peace ete., within 
this realm shall do certain things, 
and no one is going to assert that 
161C Bubbling Well in the Inter- 
ational Settlemen} of Shanghai is 
wihin tht realm of Henry VIII or 
his honoured successor, King George 
V of Great Britain 

Settlement International 

The whole essence of the Inter- 
national Settlement of Shanghai is 
that it is not within anyone’s realm 
and is not under the jurisdiction of 
any particular sovereignty, but is 
administered by the sovereign 
powers of all nations other than the 
Chinese nation, which specially and 
Particularly granted these alfen 
sovereign powers this unique pri- 
vilege. 

The Shanghai Municipal Police 
acting under the order of the 
Shanghaf Municipal Council for the 
International Settlement of Shang- 
hai are nothing whatever todo with 
a Justice of the Peace of any parti- 
cular nation, and are not subject to 
his individual orders and directions. 

If a British Justice of the Peace 
desired to acquaint himself with the 
doings within any place which he 
suspected of carrying on unlawful 
games he would proceed there him- 
self with his officers and take such 
steps as he ‘considered necessary. 
But he could, and would only do this 
in the event of the premises belorig- 
ing to a person subject to the realm 
of King Henry. VIII and his suc- 
cessors. If such premises belong 
to the-subject of some, other nation 
obviously no British Justice of 
Peace would place himself in the 
position of being a trespasser,. but 
would’ mind his own business and 
leave such affairs to be regulated 


according, to the law. of the other Y 


nation, and ‘we suppose it is for this 
very reason that the British Justice, 
of ‘Peace. who Js resident in Shang- 
hai, and fs“ provided with a con- 
stable, has: not ‘seen it to. intereat 
himself in 161C Bubbling Well, 
doubtless . ‘having: satisfied himsalf 
that the premises are ‘no business 
of his. 5... eee 
‘Tho’ Race Club >"

Two notifications in the “Gazette” 
appear in connection with the water

Under power vested in him, the

“Place or alley where such games 
shall be suspected to be holden, 
exercised, used or occupied ;” for the 
pari-mutuel is an illegal institution 
in the actual realm of Britain, and 
is not permitted there. 

A British Justice of Peace can 
enter into.the Race Club, a British 
place, and can arrest every one pre- 
sent who are British subjects for 
“haunting and resorting,” if this 
statute of Henry VIII is construed 
to mean this. ‘ 


“Have Started Something” 


In our opinion the Shanghai 
Municipal Council have started 
something, and to quote the words 
of one of the Tudor bishops,—~ 

“have lit a flame this day that 

shall not die out.” 

For they have taken upon 
themselves to enquire into 
the goings and comings of 
British subjects to places 
belonging to the subjects of other 
sovereign powers and have brought 
the matter to the official notice of 
the British Justice of Peace, 

On the principle that all men are 
equa] under the law and subject to its 
provisions, we shall therefore expect to 
see the British authorities proceed to 
the Race Club next November and take 
into custedy all British subjects who 
may be either keepers and maintainers 
or “hunters and resorters” of that very 
well-known British gambling resort. 

Nothing Like Thoroughness 

There is nothing like thoroughness, 
and so, in stamping out gambling in 
Shanghai we feel sure it {s best to be- 
gin at the top, with those who innugur- 
ated and are carrying it on publicly to 
a larger extent than anyone else. 

There is also another characteristic 
of the British people, if certain, foreign 
commentators are to be believed, and 
this is a certain quality of hypocrisy. 
For our part, we do not know if this is 
unjustified or not, but it will certainly. 
strike the rest of the nations-in this} 
International Settlement as an act of 
hyprocrisy on the part of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council if its British mem- 
bers do not use every means.at. their 
disposal to ‘persuade the ~ British 
authorities to step into their British 
Race Club and put a stop to the British 
gambling by British people which takes 
Place there publicly. . ~ 

So much £0, in fact, that-slx days in 
every year are declared partial holi- 
days by this very 8.M.C. entity in order 
that its” employees may be ‘free to 
“Haunt and resort and play”. at the 
“gaming place. or alley” known as the 
Shanghai Race Club, Bubbling - Weil

That question neither argument 
nor the careful Balancing of evidence 
can ever finally decide. 

Immediate certainty about eternal 
life we cannot have in this world. 
We must make a venture and follow 
Him. To follow Him Is to live as 
He lived, taking with joyful gratitude 
the good things of this life as gifts 
of God, using them with reverence 
and restraint because they are His 
gifts, and valuing them as we value 
Rifts—more for the sake of the giver 
than for the gift itself,

A VILLAGE RUINED 


Tokyo, June 18. 


; According to the official report ree 


ceived by the Home Office this morn- 
Ing, the eruption of Komagatake Is in- 
creasing in violence. 

The village of Shikaba is “reported 
to be completely rained,” but deialls of 
the destruction have not yet been re- 
ceived. . 

Fires are endangering the popular 
summer regort at Onuma, south of the 
yolenno, and oil the inhabitants are 
being brought into Hakodate in special 
trains. 

The first foreign witness of the erup- 
tion to reich Tokyo is Mr. Lloyd Lehr- 
bas, late of the “China Press,” who waa 
travelling in a train between Otaru 
and Hakodate when Komagatake burst 
into activity. 

Describing the sight, Mr. Lehrbas 
said they had just reached Gnuma 
when smoke, pierced with shafts of 
flame, enveloped the tep of the 
yoleano, hiding the cone. Then rose 
a plume of smoke os far as the eye 
could see while ashes fell thickly in 
the villages diid htavifearth-shocks and 
rumblings were expetienced. 

Mr. Lehrbas said ‘that he saw the 
railway stations thronged with villa- 
gers, although a real exodus from the 
scene had not then begun.

View of Chinese 
Minister 


Tokyo, June 18. 

Mr. Wang Yung-pao, Chinese Minis- 
ter to Japan, who arrived at Nagasaki 
by the 8.5. "Tenyo Maru” on his way 
back to his post yesterday, in an inter- 
view given to Press representatives 
there, is reported to have stated that 
the second plenary conference of the 
Kuomintang has passed a resolution for 
the rendition of foreign conceasions in 
China. 

This is only natural and warrantable, 
in view of the fact that the foundation 
of the National Government has been 
stabilised. 

The discord existing between the 
Nanking Government and Marshal 
Feng Yu-hsiang is expected to be 
brought to an end by the retirement of 
Marshal Feng. The rumour that Pre- 
sident Chiang Kai-shek is retiring 
from politics is absolutely groundless. 
It is propaganda that has been circu- 
Jated by those who have an axe to 
ground.—Toho.

Ominous Knock 

The first indication of trouble in 
the engine is the carbon knock. It 
ia the cause of an accumulation in 
the combustion chambers. This 
carbon comes from insufficiently 
ignited fuel, which in turn is the re- 
sult of choking the engine which 
in turn is the result of choking the 
engine while it is being warmed up, 
or feeding too heavy a mixture 
through the carburettor, or allowing 
the lubricating oil to get so thin 
that it can creep past the piston 
rings into the combustion chamber. 
This trouble can be averted by pro- 
per attention to the car at the proper 
time. The choke need not be used 
more often than js essential in 
starting. » The carburettor should 
be adjusted for a heavier mixture 
in winter than in summer, but: it 
should not be so heavy as to cause 
much waste of fuel. The lubricat- 
ing oil should be watched carefully

SUITABLE TYPE ESSENTIAL 


[By “ Experience’’] 


Especially in the tropics with its 
rainy climate and often as not 
extreme heat—such as not experi- 
enced in northern countries of 
Europe, a eyclist should be very 
careful of his tyres, which are 
very sensitive things, and if not 
well looked after—a common fault

So that special attention should

THE POLICEMAN'S LOT 


Downtown streets mn the City of 
Krotherly Love jook as they did in 
the lale nineties as a result of a 
new order issued by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety against park- 
ing of automobiles. For months 
Philadelphia has sought a remedy 
for the chronic parker. 

In the last year police have tied 
lays -nearly 200,000 of them—on 
motorears illegally parked, and out 
of this number about 6,000 have ap- 
peared before magistrates. 

Lemuel B. Schofield, director of 
public safety issued an order to the 
police to serve no more tags. 

“It costs money to print those 
tags,” he eaid, “and there’s no use 
wasting them on a lot of unappre- 
ciative motorists.” 

Then Mr. Schofield issued an 
order to arrest all parkers on sight 
und escort them personally +o the 
nearest police station. He told 
his men to be nice about it but 
firm. Therefore, bright and early 
on the day of the order, after due 
notice had been given, the men 
started out. 

Here was a typical case: 

Officer, approaching motorist re- 
turning to his car, which had been 
illegally parked: “Pardon me, but 
I’m afraid you've been parking in a 
prohibited zone.” 

Motorist: “Yeah? Well, I'm 
sorry, officer: “I'll be getting right 
out. So long.” 

Officer: “I'm terribly sorry, but 
—-er—it seems that you'll have to 
come with me to the police station. 
New order, you know.” 

Motorist (astounded): ‘What! 
police station! T say, officer, don’t 
be silly. Why, I never heard of 
such a thing.” 

Officer: “Well, it does seem kind 
of odd, doesn’t it, and 1 want you 
to know, my friend, that this hurts 
me a thousand times more than 
it does you. Shall 1 drive, or will 
you keep the wheel 7” 

Motorist: “But I say, officer, 
you know this is outrageous.” 

Officer: “Well, as I said, I'm 
sorry, terribly sorry, but I must be 
firm, You know we have tried 
tagging cars, and, oh dear, I've tied 
so many tags on door handles that 
I've got callouses on my thumbs; 
really.” 

Motorist: ‘Tags? Yes, I've 
had lots of them tied to my car but 
I thought they were advertisements 
and chucked them away.” 

Officer: ‘You should have saved 
them, the director has become quite 
peeved over the way mot¢rists have 
ignored his tags and that’s why I’m 
driving you to 'the police station.” 

The police station looked like a 
motorcar delivery department. Cars 
were everywhere and such a 
buzzing of telephones - and running 
in and out of messengers in an 
effort’ to “fix things” one never saw 
before in these usually quiet pre- 
cincts. In meantime it was found 
that the fine had gone .up to 
$8.50. It used to bo $8.50 but the 
kind of individual service the.police 
are giving now. and’ all, is worth 
every nickel of the oxtra $5. -

Specially Presented 
By Fiat Co.. 

AND TRIED RIGHT AWAY 


The recent gift of a motor car]. 


to his Holiness the Pope was quite 
an important event in Rome, the 
public interest in everything con- 
nected with the Vatican being very 
keen since the Reconciliation. This 
car—offered to his Holiness by the 
Fiat, the famous Turin firm of car 
manufacturers-—is, in fact, known 
as the “Reconciliation car” as it 
will be the first car in which Pius 
XI will be able to go beyond the 
Vatican walla into the streets 6f 
Rome, onto the roads of Italy. 

The car, expressly built for and 
presented to the Pope by the Fiat, 
was exhibited for two days to the 
public and at least 20,000 persons 
came to see and admire it; ordinary 
folk, Princes and Princesses, 
Cardinals, Anvbassadors, politicans, 
journalists and a great number of 
priests, monks and nuns. 


Motorists’ Patron Saint 

- There were some curious episodes 
of religious fervour. Some kissed 
the Papal car, others crossed them- 
selves after having touched it. One 
English lady, almost a centenarian, 
Mrs, Anna R. Place, who knew Pius 
1X, visited the Fiat showrooms 
where the car was on view, aup- 
ported by her servants; and his 
Highness the Grand Master of the 
Order of Malta, Prince of Thun and 
Hohenstein, old and infirm, was 
seen Lo sign the visitors’ book with 
his left hand, the right being 
paralysed, 

The car, a model “SZbQ< Fiat, 
beautifully finished and painted in 
deep red, with the Papal arms in 
gold and a large enamelled plaque 
of St. Christopher, the patron saint 
of motorists, was taken into the 
Vatican on April 20, driven by 
Signor Felice Nazzaro, the famous 
Fiat racing driver, known for his 
many victories in the past. 


The First Drive ‘ 

Shortly before, the Pope had 
yranted 4 special audience to 
Senatore Giovanni Agnelli, Presi- 
dent and founder of the Fiat Com- 
pany. His Holinesa then went out 
into the courtyard of St. Damasus 
in the Vatican, followed by his 
suite, where he imparted his bless- 
ing to a number of Fiat workmen 
grouped about the car, after having 
first addressed them in a short 
speech of thanks. 

His Holiness Pius XI, having 
greatly admired the splendid car, 
expressed a desire to try it forth- 
with. In company with one of his 
Cardinals, his Holiness made a 
brief tour of the Vatican grounds, 
the powerful car being driven by 
Signor Nazzaro, the Pope’s chauf- 
feur, Signor Politi, being seated 
beside him.

MOTOR PERILS 


Physical Condition of 
Drivers 


Between eight and twelve million 
Americans of all ages and condi- 
tions, it is conservatively estimated, 
will take to the highways at some 
time during the 1929 touring season 
already begun. 

New motor car owners by the 
hundreds of thousands will join the 
cross-country drivers for the first 
time this season. Many experi- 
enced drivers will try touring for 
the first time. Very few of either 
class probably realize the vast dif- 
ference between short - distance 
driving around town and the con- 
ditions imposed by days of steady 
travel behind a motor. It is for 
these that James Charlton, writer 
and veteran motorist, offers several 
points of experienced advice in the 
current issue of “The Elks Maga- 
zine.” 

Physical condition of the tourist 
himself is as important as condi- 
tion of the car, he points out, al- 
though many ignore this point un- 
til it is forced upon them. 

Eye-strain is one of the most in- 
sidious evils of long-distance driv- 
ing, he shows.

Modernising West 
Africa 


Good roads and motor cars are ‘ 
in}: 


responsible for a new era 
economic development on the Weat 
Coast of Africa in the opinion of 
Murray G. Sawyer, General Motors 
representative, whose territory 
ranges 6,000 miles south from 
Dakar, Senegal, and 1,500 miles 
back from the African coast into 
the Congo. 

Although the population of the 
West Coast is widely scattered and 
embraces more than 100 nativo 
languages, Mr. Sawyer finds that 
business methods are very similar 
to those employed in the big com- 
mereia) centres of the world. 

Motor transportation in most of 
the West African colonies is an 
integral part of the rail transporta- 
tion system. The two 
interwoven in a co-operative plan to 
serve the largest possible territory. 
In the days before motor transport- 
ation came into use, the railroad 
served a territory sixty miles wide, 
or thirty miles on each side of the 
line, a Jimitation that was due to 
the natives’ disinclination to carry 
freight on their heads for more than 
thirty miles. To-day the highway 
systems of West Africa are designed 
primarily as feeder for the rail- 
roads, Highways are not permitted 
to parallel the railroads, as they do 
in most countries, except at irregu- 
lar intervals. About every sixty 
miles along the railroad there is a 
lateral highway and thirty miles be- 
hind are reads running parallel to 
the railroad which connects with 
these laterals, the purpose being to 
furnish a feeder system without 
developing actual competition with 
the railroad itself. 

There are no concrete highways 
on the West Coast, except in 
Nigeria, but the surface of the main 
highways is very hard, obtained by 
using laterite, a soft iron ore which 
becomes smooth with use. 
| Marked Development 

There has been a marked and 
rapid development in agriculture 
und commerce in West Africa since 
the introduction of motor vehicles. 
The soi} is of great fertility, pre- 
ducing palm oils, coffee, cocoa, 
tobacco, cotton and other tropical 
products and the old problem of 
transporting these products to mar- 
ket is now approaching a solution. 
Heretofore, the native has been his 
own freight-bearer, bul to-day he is 
being released for other work. 

In the Belgian Congo the govern- 
ment is prohibiting extensive use of 
porters by commercial firms and 
insists that they use motor trans- 
port over roads in order to relieve 
the native and turn him into a 
producer. Twenty to twenty-five 
years ago native started to produce 
covoa on the Gold Coast. Last year 
the natives produced approximately 
230,000 tons of cocoa, having a 
inarket value of about $175 a ton. 

Plantations Replacing Forests 

Plantations are replacing the 
forests, where they are already 
served by highways and railroads, 
and both French and British terri- 
turies are cultivating many acres of 
cocoa palm, Strange combinations 
of ancient customs and modern con- 
veniences exist side by side. Human

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ESSENTIAL TYRE 


How To Lengthen Its 
Life 


{This Is the third article of a- 
new and interesting series on 
tyres of to-day. It gives valu- 
able hints on care and main- 
tenance, | 
In the last article in this series, 

consideration was given to the in- 
flation pressure queation—one of 
the vilal questions in connection 
with pneumatic tyre usage and 
lite. It may be asserted with 
confidence that practically 90 per 
cent, of premature tyre failures | 
are due in some measure to in- | 
correct inflation pressure. We 
have seen the varying results oft 
running tyres at inadequate pres- | 
sures and we now come to the 
consideration of “concussion 
bursts” -aperhapa the commonest 
torm of damage asaociated with 
the balloon or low pressure type 
of tyre. 

In any consideration of this 
form of damage, it is well to re- 
member that the constitution of 
the cord casing of a pneumatic 
motor tyre is necess ya matter 
of oe al compromise, While 
toeensing gast be sufficiently ro 
lat tn withstand shocks of some 
severity, if must also be sufficient: | 
ly Hexible to permit the tyre to 
vend and thus provide the desired 
stlocleabsorplion or comfort. 

It will be obvious that if the 
casing is too thick and will not 
bend easily, comfort will be saeri 

feed, and the running of the cai 

will be adversely affected, Tf on 
the other hand, the casing is to 
thin,» fracture of the cord fabric 
nh ohe eased bo quite a slight 
low or impart, It will be realise 
va) that oa pneumatic tyre Casing 
is manafactured from material 
which tax definite limits as to 
What il cun stand in the way of 
puneussion. No matter how care- 
filly or scientifically the tyre may 
Le constructed these Himite  re- 
main, and we tave already seen 
tuat it is the aim of tyre manu- 
Sarturers to arrive at such a com 
promise in construction as will 
confer upon the motorist the 
inaximam number of advantages. 

When we think of | pneumatic 
tyres sustaining blews or impacts 
in running, we often forget that 
the force of any blow ix tremen- 
(ously affected by the speed of 
the ear. When a fast moving car 
strikes an obstacle, the impact is 
really very serious and the force 
of the blow is concentrated on a 
xmall area, 

A portion of a pneumatic tyre has 
sustained a bad blow-—-sufficient 
to break one or two strands of 
the cord fabric of the casing. 
This damage may be sustajned by 
4 pneumatic tyre without the 
driver of the car being aware of 
Lhe fact. Days or even weeks 
may elapse between the time of 
the blow sustained by the tyre and 
the burst which will be the ultim- 
ate development arising from the 
blow. When the strands of the 
fabric are fractured by a sudden 
and violent impact, the casing na- 
turally is continually in tension 
owing to the air pressure in the 
tube. It is easy to imagine that 
this constant tension will tend to 
enlarge the fracture until it is 
large enough to trap the inner 
tube between the jagged edges of 
the break. At this point usually 
a concussion burst occurs. Tt fi 
important to bear in mind that 
auch damage to the hidden part 
of the tyre—the casing—may he 
sustained without any outward 
eut or damage being apparent on 
the tread. 

A casing fracture may occur at 
any point of the casing-—some- 
times in the centre, sometimes on 
the shoulder, and sometimes low 
down on the walls,

Judges & Drivers Must

VJENNA’S LATEST 

In order to ‘instruct Viennese 
chauffeurs in foreign languages free 
courses in English and French are 
being inaugurated in the near 
future. Some 40 chauffeurs will 
be admitted to these courses. The 
taxi man probably has more to do 
with setting the foreigner at his 
ease ina strange city than ig gen- 
erally realized. 

Vienna's importance as a foreign 
tourist centre is increasing from 
year to year, and the municipal

British Cruiser Honours 
Hero 


PHILANTHROPISTS FORTUNE 
Santiago de Chile, June. 

The crew of the British cruiser 
“Caradoc,” just arrived in Val- 
paraiso, have been cordially feted 
by the Government and the public. 
They will honour Chile’s naval 
hero, Arturo Prat, by depositing 
a wreath at his monument. 

The Chamber of Commerce of 
Poland has addressed an inquiry 
to the Valparaiso Chamber of 
Commerce regarding Chilean ex- 
ports, and the possibility of fos- 
tering greater trade intercourse 
between Chile and Poland. 

A Fortune 

The Chilean philanthropist, 
Carlos Van Buren, who died re- 
cently, left a fortune of over 12 
million pesos most of which is to be 
distributed among cultural tn- 
stitutions and charity organisa- 
Lions of Valparaiso, his native 
city. 

The Hamburg Line has increas- 
ed its Valparaiso-European  ser- 
vice with the add‘tion of four 
new liners for this run. 

Exports of nitrate during April 
were 2,812,000 quintals, Nitrate 
production during January-Febru- 
ary was 530,066 tons as compar- 
ed with 479.419 tous for the same 
period last year.

HEAVY LINE IN EAST HONAN 


Danger of Another Subordinate 
Turning Traitor 

Keng Yu-hsiang (the “Christian 
General") remains the centre of at- 
traction in the welter of Chinese 
politics. The problem remains— 
whether he will suffer exile, bowing 
to the inevitable because he is too 
weak in a military and strategic 
sense to withhold the determined 
efforts of Marshal Chiang Kai-shek 
to checkmate him, or whether he will 
play for time in an endeavour to 
give offence by throwing his all 
into defence against the threaten- 
ed attack on him by troops of the 
National Government. 

Tf, as is made out, his position 


has been seriously undermined by 
Chiang Kai-shek having bought 
over two of his most trusted lieuten- 
ants, Generals Han Fu-chu and 
Shih Yu-shan, Feng Yu-shiang 
shows no immediate sign of bolting. 
Contagious Treachery 

The gist of the news to hand is 
that he has not even given up a 
part of Honan province, where pres- , 
sure has been exerted on him; but, 
on the other hand, one of his die- 
hard supporters, Sun Liang-chen, is 
mentioned ag about to succumb to 
treachery in which event the 
“Christian General's” stock would 
depreciate further. 

A Chinese source says indefinite- 
ly that fighting has actually taken 
place between Han Fu-chu (who 
deserted Feng for Chiang) and one 
of Chiang’s men at the front. In 
the “Sunday Herald's” considered 
opinion, this is is highly improb- 
able. 

Heavy Concentration 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 

Reliable reports received here 
indicate that, far from thinking of 
going abroad, Feng Yu-hsiang is 
very busy in the west of Hunan- 
province, and that he is at present 
making 2 heavy concentration of 
troop#’at points between Tungkwan- 
and Loyang, namely, at Tungkwan, 
Shenchow, Hancheng and Sinan.— 
Reuter. 

Chinng Too Busy 
Nanking, Yesterday. 

Owing to pressure of official: 
duties (in his various capacities as 
head of both the Nationalist Party 
and the National Government and 
Commander-in-Ohief of the fighting - 
forces), Marshal Chiang Kai-shek 
is postponing fra few days hia trip 
to Hsuchow, whence the Lung-Hai 
Railway branches off the Tientsin- 
Pukow Railway westward into Feng 
Yu-hsiang’s province of Honan. dt 
had been Chiang’s intention to in- 
spect the troops in the war‘ zone 
prior to the launching of the offen- 
sive againat Feng.—Reuter. 

Diehard Wavering
